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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not found to be 
persuasive. Examiner maintains that prior art cited teaches the claimed invention..With regard to Applcant's main argument that 
Hollstrom does not teach the portable printer communication terminal is directly connected to a printer. Examiner disagrees with 
Applicant's argument. Examiner agrees that fig.1 depicts how the portable device is connected wireless to the printer. 

However, Fig. 2, clearly suggests that the portable device can be connected using a cable such as the RS232 interface, it is clearly 
suggested to one of ordinary skill that one can connect the portable device to a printer using a wireless connection or wired connection. 
Fig. 2, depicts external device interfaces (260,262, and 264) that can be used to connect to an external device such as a printer. Also, 
Col. 4, lines 20-34, describes how item 260 can be a wired or cable that can be connected to an external device. Even though fig. 1, 
shows that portable device can be connected using a wireless connection, it is clearly suggested that the portable device of Hollstrom 
has the means to connect to external devices using a cable or bluetooth technologies, and it is well known that printers can be connected 
using a RS232 interface 
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
